Large Meeting of Cable-Car 
Employees.

and is being used for purposes that are 
in direct opposition to the rules and reg­ 
ulations of the company. 
Notice is hereby given that no grip- 
man, conductor or other employee, being 
a member, or in any way connected with 
the association above referred to, can, 
after date of this notice, rem ain in th e 
service of the company. 
Resignations, 
with the usual seven days’ notice, or re­ 
nunciation of membership in the associa­ 
tion (in writing), addressed to the under­ 
signed, must be received on or before 
March 1st. 
Should employees desire to become 
members of a proper and substantial 
mntual aid and benevolent society, to be 
formed for the good of the whole staff, 
the company will be pleased to render 
them every possible facility and B upport 
in the formation and successful adm in­ 
istration of euch organization.

The men met last evening to the num ­ 
ber of about 175, in the hall of the Y. 
M. I., 17 North Main street. 
W hile 
they were gathering a spy was discovered 
on the roof.

TH E CROSBY CASE. 


R o t b C h a r g e s D i t u i l i i e á a n d D e ­ 
f e n d a n t D i s c h a r g e d . 
At 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, the 
hour set for the examination of J. A 
Crosby, the real estate agent charged 
with raping two young ladies, the looby 
of Jastice A ustin’s court was packed 
with a crowd of interested spectators, 
who, however, were all excluded from 
the court room bef >re the case com­ 
menced. 
Miss Daisy French, who arrived from 
San Francisco yesterday morning with 
her father, was called to the stand. 
She 
testified that on the afternoon of Friday, 
the 14th inst., she went for a drive in a 
double-seated surrey with Annie Lindon- 
feldt, Friedler and Crosby, the latter of 
whom was introduced to her by Friedler 
about three weeks ago on Los Angeles 
street. Friedler she had known for about 
three m onths. The witness and Annie 
Lindenfeldt met Crosby and Friodler by 
appointm ent on Friday, the 14th inst., 
and drove with them to Inglewood,where 
they had lunch, which was eaten in the 
open air, the buggy robes being spread 
upon the ground for them to eit upon. 
After disposing 
of the refreshments 
the quartette went back to the carriage, 
and while Friedler and the witness sat 
in the vehicle and conversed on various 
topics, Annie Lindenfeldt and Crosby 
strolled off together. A short time after­ 
wards CroBby returned, and Friedler 
walked with Anuie, while the former sat 
iu the surrey with the witness. 
They 
occupied different seats, and after con­ 
versing for a few minutes, Crosby made 
an indecent proposition to the witness. 
The witness stated th at she intimated to 
Crosby that she waB a self-reapscting 
girl, and that she would resist any at­ 
tempt he might make upon her virtue. 
Crosby told her th at he would never use 
any force upon her, and shortly after­ 
wards Annie Lindenfeldt and Friedler 
returned, and they drove home again. 
Crosby remarking that he would never 
go out with each a crowd again. 
The 
witness stated th at Crosby never laid 
his hand upon her or touched her in any 
way during the trip, nor did she notice 
any misconduct on the part of Annie 
Lindenfeldt. 
Annie had never com­ 
plained to her of having been assaulted 
by either Crosby or Friedler. 
When 
questioned as to the latter’s where­ 
abouts, Miss French said that she sup­ 
posed he was in San Francisco, as she 
had seen him there. 
She did not leave 
this city with Friedler, and the report 
which had been circulated to that effect 
was untrue. 
B. F. French, the complainant, was 
next sworn, and testified in effect as 
follows: 
On the morning of Saturday, 
the 15th instant, he was sent for by Mr. 
Lindenfeldt, and on hia arrival at hia 
friend’s residence, he found Mr. and 
Mrs. Lindenfeldt in great distress. 
He 
then heard the whole story of the 
escapade from the lips of Annie Linden­ 
feldt, who stated that while she was be­ 
ing assaulted she heard his daughter 
Daisy screaming, and supposed th at she 
also was assaulted. 
The witness, after 
leaving the bouse, visited Chief Glass, 
and learned from him th at the girl, 
Annie Lindenfeldt, had already told him 
a good deal more than he had just heard. 
He was disturbed by his daughter’s dis­ 
grace, and on his return home, he ques­ 
tioned her on the subject. 
He had given 
his daughter permission to pay a visit in 
East Los Angeles that afternoon, and 
found subsequently that she had not 
been there. 
In reply to his questions, 
his daughter had tjld him a good deal of 
the trnth, bat had also told several false­ 
hoods ; and after punishing her, he sent 
her to her mother in San Francisco. The 
witness states that from what he knew 
of the character of the Lindenfeldt girl, 
he had been constrained to forbid his 
daughter from associating with her. 
At the close of Mr. French’s testimony, 
both cases against Crosby weredismipFed 
and h e was discharged. 


IN THE COURTS. 


P h ilip E ngel 1» Declared Net G u ilty 
off a Crime. 
The jury that tried the case pending 
against Philip Engel, of Lamanda Park, 
for the murder of Chas. Curtis, after 
beiDg out all night, brought in a verdict 
of not guilty at 0 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing.

QUARTZ 
LEDGES. 


A L t a g T r i p o n F o o t i n S t a r c h off

A m an named Welch exhibited a piece 
of gold quartz at this office yesterday 
which he said he obtained in the m oun­ 
tains about thirty-five miles from Man­ 
chester, in this county, and on the north­ 
ern border of the mountains back of San 
Gabriel. 
He stated th at he started on 
foot from Border City about two months 
ago to tram p along the northern border 
of the mountains and prospect as he 
went, expecting to wind up at Lancaster, 
where he could take a train back to 
civilization. 
H e carried with him noth­ 
ing 
but 
a blanket, gun, 
knife, a 
marbleized 
dish 
which 
Berved 
as 
a 
cup 
and 
a cooking utensil, 
a 
small pick and a hatchet, and with 
these 
he 
had 
managed 
to 
exist 
in what he characterized as a "high 
style." 
He started out on his journey on 
foot, and spent the most of his time in 
climbing over the mountains searching 
for indications of either of the two pre­ 
cious metals. 
The first two weeks he 
found nothing, and only saw two places 
which he thought might prove to have 
some small amount of silver. 
Then he 
came across a well-defiued silver ledge 
which cropped out near the top of a peak 
overlooking the desert. The vein was 
rather thin, but he thought it might 
widen, and for two days he dug down, 
only to find that the mineral disappeared. 
Eight days further on in his wanderings 
he discovered 
traces 
of 
copper in 
a ravine, but did not stop to investi­ 
gate 
it, 
for 
he 
imagined 
from 
the 
appearance 
of 
the 
mountains 
he would find something better further 
on, and according to his statem ent he 
did. The next cañón he entered he states 
contains four well-defined ledges of gold 
quartz, a sample of which he had with 
him. 
He worked for nearly two weeks 
on these ledges and left, satisfied that he 
had struck a good thing. Two of these 
ledges he thinks are nearly five feet 
wide, and as they dip at an angle of 
about 40 degrees, there is no telling how 
far they continue. 
The other ledges 
break off suddenly on the side of a 
mountain, and are in such a difficult posi­ 
tion to get at that he did not make any 
more than a brief examination of them. 
He thinks that these ledges are not quite 
so thick. Twice during his trip it rained, 
and he found it difficult to keep comfort­ 
able, but he came back in good health, 
and left last night for Sacramento.

W a sh in g t o n, February 25.—In the 
Senate today a num ber of bills were re­ 
ported and placed on 
the calendar: 
among them is one to authorize the pur* 
chase of gold and silver bullion and 
issue Treasury noteE in payment. 
The 
bill directs the purchase of silver bullion 
to the am ount of $4,500,000 a month, 
and as much gold bullion as may be 
offered, and the issue of Treasury notes 
thereon, and repeals the law directing 
the coinage of 2,000,000 silver dollars 
per month. 
Beck said the report from 
the finance committee was not unani­ 
m ous; he opposed it. 
8herm an and 
McPherson are also said to be opposed 
to the bill. 


THE CALL-CHANDLER FEUD. 
In the debate on the resolution offered 
yesterday by Chandler censuring Call for 
interpolating in the record a paragraph 
that had 
not 
been 
spoken, 
that 
was 
unparliam entary 
and 
person­ 
ally 
offensive, 
Call 
gave 
notice 
to Chandler that he would arraign 
him before the Senate and demand an 
investigation by a committee for making 
a false accusation. He (Call) would con­ 
vict the Senator on evidence of his own, 
that he did hear and know that he 
(Call) had uttered on the floor of the 
Senate substantially the whole of the 
charge contained in the paragraph. 
He 
would not ask censure by the Senate of 
Chandler, but would leave him to the 
judgment of the country for having 
heard his (Call's) remarks and having 
had neither the courage nor the manhood 
to resent them. 
Sherman declared that the rules of the 
Senate had just been violated by the Sen­ 
ator from Florida in as gross a manner 
as he had ever witnessed. 
When the 
United States Senate came to such a 
condition that cowardice could be ap­ 
plied to a Senator and that 8enator could 
be charged with stating a thing falsely, 
it seemed to him the Senate was reced­ 
ing from its dignity. 
Call replied that if he was not at lib 
erty to state when the resolution was not 
true, that he could prove it, and that the 
Senator, wheu he made the charge, 
know it was not true, then he did not 
understand the rules of the Senate. 
But 
if, in the judgm ent of the Senate, it was 
improper to use such language, he would 
withdraw it. 
Chandler once more 
explained his 
resolution, and added: 
“ The Senator 
(Call) used language about me which I 
did not hear. 
He wrote language in the 
report accusing me of all the crimes in 
the decalogue. 
He has now, this m orn­ 
ing, charged me with being a coward for 
not replying to that which I did not hear, 
and which he afterwards wrote in the 
record. 
W hen the Senate has decided 
which language it is parliam entary to 
nse, I will take occasion to defend my­ 
self from all im putations." 


THE BLAIR BILL— COKE OPPOSES IT. 
The Blair Educational bill was taken 
np as unfiuished business, and Coke ad­ 
dressed the Senate in opposition to it. 
He said it clearly violated the constitu­ 
tion, and as a measure of policy it was 
most unwise and mischievous. 
It had 
constantly declined in public favor, uutil 
now the indications gave good ground to 
hope for its defeat. The passage of the 
bill would be a slanderous imputation on 
every State in the Union. It would be 
the first and irrevr 
’ ’* step in the 
transfer of the juried 
com­ 
mon schools from the atAto» 
* the 
National Government. 
STANFORD FAVORS IT. 
Stanford addressed the Senate in advo­ 
cacy of the bill. It seemed to him to 
proceed upon the right principle. 
He 
assumed its constitutionality, and then 
the im portant fact to be considered was 
whether national legislation was neces­ 
sary. 
Illiteracy was conceded, and also 
the fact that some States had not been 
able to meet the question; Federal aid, 
therefore, became necessary. W hen edu­ 
cation became universal, the question of 
race distinction would be obliterated. It 
was intended that the bill should benefit 
both sexes alike, and he hoped that un­ 
der its provisions women would be edu­ 
cated in different callings of life suitable 
to their sex. 
From education grow 
m orality and religion in harmony with 
the sublime and always beneficent Cre­ 
ator. 
The result would be to make 
hum anity better, wiser and happier. It 
was through .education that possibilities 
were to be ascertained and obtained, 
therefore he was strongly in favor of the 
passage of the bill. 
Reagan obtained the floor to speak 
against the bill, and the Senate ad­ 
journed.

Three elections come off next month 
the purpose of which is to vote funds to 
the extent of $1,500,000 in round num ­ 
bers for a system of internal sewers for 
the city, for an outfall sewer from the 
city limits to the ocean, and for a system 
of storm drains in the city. 
There will 
be au effort to carry all three proposi­ 
tions on the part of the extravagant 
political ring that is now in charge of the 
city government. 
No means of any sort

Ninety-nine out of every 
hundred of the9e property-holders have 
been toilers in times past, and many of 
them are hard workers still. Thousands 
of people in this city own their little 
home, or partly own it. There may be a 
mortgage on it whose interest is more 
onerous than rent. There are vacant 
houses in the city, and unoccupied busi 
ness premises. The interest on debts 
m ust he paid. 
So must the insurance 
premiums and the taxes. 
Many tax­ 
payers own vacant lots that are bur­ 
dened with the same undesirable loads. 
Theae tax-payers are working men in 
the truest sense of the term. Their little 
properties represent the difficult Bavings 
of a lifetime in many cases.

P r e s c o t t ,

worst fears of the W alnut Grove disaster 
are more than realizad, though particu­ 
lars come in slowly and are still meager. 
Two prospectors arrived here late last 
night from the upper dam. They state 
that they camped above the dam Friday 
night and that about 1 o’clock Saturday 
morning the dam broke and the water 
rushed down the steep aud narrow cafio i 
in a solid body eighty feet high. 
One 
m an was rescued from the top of a tree. 
Toe prospectors state that not even a 
rom nani.of the dam exists. 
The im ­ 
mense body of water, one and a half 
miles tquare and sixty feot deep, was 
emptied in an hour. 
They had talked 
with many persons from the smaller 
dam , fifteen miles below, who said the.' 
up to Saturday evening twenty-five bod­ 
ies had been recovered, but could give no 
additional names. 
The survivors wore 
in the greatest destitution, having neither 
provisions nor clothing. Gunny sacks 
were being used in place of clothing. 
A 
camp of workmen engaged in building a 
flume has not been heard from at all, and 
it is feared all were drowned. No news 
has been received here yet from Wicken- 
burgh or from other settlements below the 
dam. 
More detailed particulars 
are 
looked for now every moment.

With a terrible roar it swept down upon 
the camp, carrying away tents, buildings 
and cotton-wood trees with which the 
cañón was filled. By the lower dam was 
a building 24 0 feet long, set sixty feet 
above bed rock and thirty above the sur­ 
face of the water. 
Every vestige of it 
was swept away and no one would know 
that a dam had ever been in the vicinity, 
or that any life had ever been in the 
cañón. 


A LOS ANGELES PARTY’S EXPERIENCE. 
A party of prospectors on their way to 
the dam, were camped in Hassayarapa 
cañón, forty miles below Wickenburgh 
just above the narrows. 
One of tbeBe, 
O. Embody, of Los Angelos, who re­ 
turned today, reports that they had 
feared a rise of the stream , and m eant to 
keep watch, but had gone to sleep when 
at about 4 a. m. they were awakened by 
a terrific roar. 
Looking up they paw a 
wave thirty feet high approaching them . 
In its course trees two feet thick were 
being twisted and snapped like pipe­ 
stems, and being dragged up by tho 
roots. They sprang to the side of the 
cañón, fortunately near at hand, and 
saved their lives, but lost nearly all their 
camp equipage. 


THE LEAPING WATERS. 
The roar of the stream was deafening 
as it surged past, aud the sight was 
grand.

leaped up aud piled themselves on to 
ote another a hundred feet high, and 
then rushed through the narrow gorge 
with an awful roar, stripping it bare of 
everything movable, aud leaving only 
the bare bedrock for a mile or more.

The Contest for a Piece of 
Second Street. 


J 0 D 6 E

OPINION. 


I t C overs th e C ity ’s T itle to N am er 
o « s P ieces o f Property S im i­ 


la r ly S itu a ted as T his. 


I a th e contest of H . W. Mills against 
th e city for possession of a portion of 
Second street, th e following is Judge V an 
D yke's opinion. 
I t is given verbatim , 
in spite of its length, because it covers 
th e city ’s title to m any other pieces of 
la n d : 
T his is an action to qniet title. 
The 
property in question is a strip of land 16 
feet, inore or less, in w idth, extending 
w esterly from M ain street 165 feet along 
Second street, an d w ithin and along the 
northerly line of said Second street, as 
th e sam e is now opened and used. 
The 
com plaint is in th e usual form, and the 
answ er denies th e m aterial allegations of 
th e com plaint, and also sets up th a t the 
strip in question, as a part of 8econd 
street, has been dedicated to th e public 
as a street. 
It is stipulated on the tr ia l: 
F irst. 
T hat in 1849, prior thereto, and 
u p to 1853, an adobe building occupied 
by Tom as U rquidez extended across the 
space w here Second stree t now opens out 
into M ain street. 
Second. 
T h at O rd’s survey was made 
and adopted as the official m ap of the 
city in 1849, an d th a t a copy of th a t por­ 
tion pertaining to th e case in considera­ 
tion is in evidence. 
T hird. 
T h at D avid A nderson, upon his 
p urchase, from B. A. Tow nsend, erected 
a workshop, afterw ards replaced by a 
brick building, on the southeast corner of 
said Tow nsend lot, being the southeast 
corner of the property in controversy, and 
th a t said strip has been occupied by 
D avid A nderson and his grantees, under 
claim of title from 1853 to Ju ly , 1887. 
F o u rth . T hat for the past two years the 
strip of land in controversy has not been 
occupied by any building, nor en clo sed ; 
th a t th e public have traveled over it w ith 
th e know ledge of th e plaintiff, and a 
sidew alk and curb has been laid n ex t to 
th e brick building w hich is cow con­ 
structed on th e n o rth line of the property 
in question. 
I t is show n in evidence th a t th e Town­ 
send m entioned in th e stipulation derived 
h is claim of title from U rquidez, &Dd th a t 
th e p laintiff herein, 
by conveyances 
th rough Tow nsend and A nderson, held 
w hatever rig h t or title they were pos­ 
sessed of at the tim e of th e conveyance 
in 1887, hereinafter referred to. 
T hat in 
1887 th e plaintiff conveyed, w ith M. L. 
W icks, who was then interested with 
h im , to one Newell th e lot on th e north­ 
erly side of, and w hich faces on th e pres­ 
en t line of Second street. 
T hat the 
plaiDtiff and said W icks were at the time 
interested in th e opening and extending 
of Second street eaeterly tow ards the 
riv er, and in the agreem ent to sell to 
N ew ell stipulated th a t this strip was to 
be used for street purposes, b u t in the 
deed 
w hich 
followed 
this 
stipu­ 
lation 
was 
om itted. 
T h a t 
upon 
th e 
requirem ent 
of 
N ew ell’s 
said 
grantors 
th e 
portion 
of 
th e 
old 
building form erly standing apon this 
strip was rem oved, and the street opened 
and graded, and the sam e, under the di­ 
rection of th e city authorities, has been 
paved and a sidew alk placed on the 
northerly line thereof, as in the stipula­ 
tion m entioned. 
Testim ony was also introduced show ­ 
ing th e various proceedings of th e City 
Council and committeeB of th e Council in 
reference to 
th e opening of 
Second 
street, and th a t the city at one tim e pur­ 
chased from Dry den, w ho occupied a 
building on th e southerly line of Second 
street, at th e opening into M ain; and 
also th a t proceedings were com m enced 
or recom m ended, for th e condem nation 
of th e property now in controversy, with 
others, for th e sam e purpose, but noth­ 
ing cam e of these proceedings. 
The Ord m ap referred to in th e stipu­ 
lations is a m ap showing the southern 
portion of th e city lying west of M ain and 
south of F irst, delineated into streets 
w ith the blocks and lots lying between 
th e sam e, and snow s th e full w idth of 
Second street, between Spring and M ain, 
th e block lying betw een Spring and 
M ain, F irst and Second, being block No 
1, and the lot on th e southw eet corner of 
th a t block, to-w it: th e lot bounded by 
M ain and Second, being lot No. 1. 
On 
th is old m ap, w hich according to the 
stipulation, was adopted by th e city au­ 
tho rities, th ere is a shading on th e north­ 
erly portion of Second street, w here it 
en ters M ain, indicating th a t pome build 
ing or obstruction stan d s thereon which 
is claim ed and supposed to be th e build­ 
ing referred to in th e stipulation as the 
one occupied by U rquidez and subse­ 
quently by Tow nsend, and w here A nder­ 
son, after hiB purchase, erected a w ork­ 
shop. 
It was also in evidence th a t th e pueblo 
title w as confirm ed, and a patent thereon 
issued by th e G overnm ent of th e U nited 
States. 
I t is claim ed by th e plaintiff 
th a t in opening th e obstruction in Sec­ 
ond street, on th e strip in question, in 
1887, he did so npon th e expectation and 
understanding th at th e city authorities 
w ould com pensate him therefor. 
T he questions presented in th is case 
are: 
F irst, w h eth er th e plaintiff’s grantors 
ever acquired title to th e strip in con­ 
troversy. 
Second, w hether Second etreet, in­ 
cluding th e strip in controversy, was 
dedicated as a public street. 
I t is claim ed on th e part of counsel for 
plaintiff th a t before th e O rd m ap was 
m ade and adopted by th e city, rights 
had grow n up in favor of th e grantors of 
th e plaintiff w hich vested in them w ith 
th e title, and also th a t th e adoption of 
th e survey and m ap by th e city authori­ 
ties was not a dedication. 
T here is no 
g rant shown from th e city w hich includes 
th e strip in controversy. 
U pon petition by A nderson in 1855, 
th e m atter was referred by th e Council 
to the 
appropriate 
com m ittee, 
who 
recom m ended 
th e 
granting of 
th e 
petition 
on 
condition 
th a t 
Second 
street be made th e southern boundary 
and npon a session of th e Council on 
A ugust 28, 1855, it was ordered th a t title 
be given to the petitioner upon th e con­ 
dition m entioned in th e report of the 
com m ittee on lands, an d on Septem ber 
13, 1855, the M ayor reported th a t h e had 
executed to Anderson a q u it claim deed 
describing the sam e property as in hie 
deed, th e description in w hich is as fol­ 
lows : 
_ 
“ Beginning at th e com er of M ain and 
8econd streets and running w ith the line 
of M ain street, 18 varas, m ore or le s s ; 
thence at right angles to M ain street, 80 
y a rd s; thence parallel to M ain street, 
18 varas, more or less, to Second s tre e t; 
thence w ith the line of Second street, 
w hich forms th e southern boundary, 60 
yards, to th e place of beginning.” 
Previous to that, by a compromise 


ith D ryden, th e city purchased his 
claim on th e southerly side of Second 
street, paying $1,000 for a strip e x ten d ­ 
ing from the south line of th e street, be­ 
ing th e north line of D im m ick’a property, 
22 yards to th e line of A nderson— from 
the south line of th e street, 22 yards 
northerly. 
The nature of th e pueblo titles was 
brought in controversy in this State at a 
very early period. 
T he first thorough 
discussion v as had in th e famoue case of 
H art vs. B u rnett, 15 C al., 513. 
Justice 
Baldwin, at th e outset of his opinion 
in th a t case, states 
th a t 
in 
conse­ 
quence of the im m ense 
interests in­ 
volved it h ad draw n to it a laborious and 
careful exam ination of num erous and 
able counsel of th e various points and 
considerations of th e controversy, and 
that probably no cause ever subm itted 
to th a t court had been m ore thoroughly 
and learnedly discussed, both at th e bar 
and in w ritten and printed argum ent; 
that the court h ad postponed, from tim e 
to tim e, the decision in order to afford 
the most am ple opportunity for a rg u ­ 
m ent, and for th e presentation to the 
court of reliable inform ation from every 
obtainable source. 
C hief Justice S anderson in B ranham 
vs. 8an Jose, 24 Cal., in referring to th e 
case of H art vs. B urnett, s a y s : 
The opinion in th a t case is a m onu­ 
m ent of the learning and industrious re ­ 
search of the justice by whom it was de­ 
livered. 
It is a clear and explicit e x ­ 
position of th e law as to th e pow ers of 
m unicipal bodies under th e S panish and 
M exican regim e, and of th e tenure by 
w hich their lands w ere held, and m ust 
now be regarded as a finality upon those 
subjects. 
A great deal of th e opinion of Judge 
B aldwin was devoted to proving the 
proposition th a t a pueblo existed at San 
Francisco at th e date of th e change of 
flag. 
In reference to Los A ngeles, that 
portion of th e discussion is entirely un­ 
necessary from th e fact th a t th is was an 
existing and recognized pueblo, as shown 
abundantly lrom the docum ents now on 
file 
in th e U nited S tates Surveyor- 
G eneral’s office of C alifornia, and which 
were referred to in th a t case. 
W hile 
C alifornia was yet a colony of Spain, in 
1789, a plan was form ed for th e town of 
P itio in Sonora, w hich, by direction of 
th e King of S pain, was to t>e taken as a 
m odel for all other tow ns form ed in th a t 
com m andancv,w hich com m andancy then 
included California. 
T he right of a 
tow n when organized to lands is par­ 
ticularly referred to and repeated in the 
royal instructions w ith reference to th a t 
plan. 
By N eve’s regulations of 1781, for 
th e establishm ent of th e new pueblos of 
San Joee and Loe A ngeles, th e rig h t of 
distributing th e lots was, at least in the 
beginning, to be exercised by th e G ov­ 
ernor him self, or by a person com m is­ 
sioned by him for th a t purpose. 
By the 
G overnor’s proclam ation of N ovem ber 
14, 1843, M onterey an d Los A ngeles 
w ere to elect A yuntam ientos, and these 
A yuntam ientos possessed th e power of 
granting and disposing of lands within 
th e pueblo. 
Justice Baldw in says: 
W e think th a t th e docum ents and 
authorities to w hich we have referred 
are sufficient to show th a t pueblos had 
such 
a 
rig h t 
and 
in terest 
in 
th e 
lands 
w ithin 
th e ir 
lim its 
th a t 
they could d istribute, concede or grant 
th e m , in lots, to individual settlers, su b ­ 
je ct in this as in all o th er m atters, to th e 
instiuctions and orders w hich m ight be 
given them by th e superior authorities, 
and th a t under international law th e oc­ 
cupation of a country by th e G overnm ent 
of the U nited S tates did not affect any 
change in th e laws of California in this 
respect. 
The political connection be­ 
tw een its inhabitants and th eir form er 
sovereign or state w as interrupted or 
suspended, but 
notw ithstanding this, 
th e form er local and civil authorities 
were not ch a n g ed ; th a t even w here the 
conquest is com plete by concession or 
treaty of peace, although the laws which 
bound th e country and its inhabitants to 
its form er sovereign w ere thereby com ­ 
pletely abrogated, th e m unicipal law 
m ight continue iu force until changed by 
th e proper authorities, an d th e existing 
governm ent and its officers continue to 
exercise th e powers an d authority con­ 
ferred by such law s, so far as they are 
not inconsistent w ith th e will expressed 
or necesearily 
im plied by 
th e 
new 
sovereign.” 
A na again, although th e “ pueblos had 
no absolute right of property in any part 
of the four leagues of lan d s w ithin th e ir 
general lim its, and th a t th e legal title 
still rem ained in th e M exican G overn­ 
m ent, subject only to th e use of tow ns 
for the pnrpoee and u nder the restriction 
im posed by th e law s and regulations, 
it by no m eans follows 
th a t upon 
th e com plete conquest and concession 
of C alifornia, this land becam e a p art of 
th public dom ain of th e U nited S tates.” 
Again : 
“ On the contrary, we are of 
the opinion th at Spanish and M exican 
tow ns had, under th e general laws, such 
a right or title to lauds w ithin th eir 
lim its as will enable them and require 
the courts to protect them and tiiose 
holding under them in the enjoym ent of 
those lands.” 
And th e court says fu rth er, after care­ 
fully exam iniog th e references to the 
laws and text book6 subm itted in th a t 
cage: “ I t seem s to us th a t, taken to­ 
gether, they show th a t under th e old 
Spanish system th e lands assigned to 
towns, w hether by general law or special 
act, w ere in the serse of endow m ents to 
be held in trust for th e purposes and ob­ 
jects specified in th e law 
or in 
th e 
particular gran t.” 
* 
* 
*

“ The lands eo assigned were for th e gen­ 
eral object of building up and su stain ­ 
ing the tow n and its population, and 
were to be applied to th a t object in th e 
m anner w hich m ight be directed by 
laws or by royal orders.” 
* 
*

* 
“ U ndoubtedly th e 
right to control rem ained in th e sover­ 
eign, who m ight authorize or torbid any 
municipal or other officer to grant or dis­ 
pose of such lands, even for th e purposes 
of endow m ent or tru st. 
Such general 
right w ith reBpect to a public corporation 
exists in any sovereign state. 
It in 
further held th a t th e fact th a t these 
trusts were created u n d er another system 
of governm ent m ade no difference unless 
they were incom patible w ith our own 
policy and laws 
b u t if th e tru sts be­ 
come «hanged as to th e m ode of adm in­ 
istration and particular agents, th e lands 
rem ain for the sam e general purposes for 
which they were given. 
A gain: “ W e have seen th a t th e title of 
this property before th e treaty was in th e 
pueblo; that the city succeeded to th e 
«ame title, clothed sub stan tially w ith the 
sam e trusts, or sim ilar trusts, but these 
truBts and this property are in th e polit­ 
ical dom ain and control of th e sovereign 
The property and tru sts and corporations 
were m unicipal, an d therefore subject, 
as political in stitutions, tru sts and prop­ 
erty to superior political au th o rity ,” and 
th a t this regulation devolved upon the 
Legislature of t h e ' S tate, and not the 
General G overnm ent; 
an d am ong th e 
conclusions arrived a t a t th e close of the 
opinion are the follow ing: 
That such 
pueblo had a certain right or title to 
lands w ithin its general lim its, and th a t 
the portions of such lands which had 
not been sot apart or dedicated to com 
n o n use or special purposes could be 


officers to private persons in full ow ner­ 
ship. 
T h a t th e au th o rity to g ran t such lauds 
was vested in th e A yuntam iento and in 
th e A lcaldes, or o th er officers who a t the 
tim e represented it,o r w ho had succeeded 
to its pow ers and obligations. 
T h at th e official acts of such officers ii 
th e course of th e ir ordinary and accm 
tom ed duties and 
w ithin th e general 
scope of th eir pow ers, as are defined and 
explained, will be presum ed to have been 
aoDB by law ful authority. 
I t w ill be seen, therefore, th a t the 
form er pueblo possessed th e pow er of 
disposing of lots to its in h ab itan ts, and 
this pow er of disposing of lots necea- 
sarily included th e pow er of laving out 
or adopting a plan to w hich such lots 
should conform and by w hich they should 
be disposed of. 
B ut it is claim ed by 
counsel for th e plaintiff th a t th e m ere 
adoption of 
a m ap delineating streete 
lots 
an d 
blocks 
does 
not, 
of 
itself, 
dedicate 
th e 
streets 
__ 
•paces betw een th e blocks to public use. 
In A pril, 1851, th e Legislature passed au 
act to provide for th e disposition of cer­ 
tain property on th e w ater front of the 
city 
of 
San Francisco, and th e city 
adopted a m ap know n as the E ddy or 
red-line m ap, on w hich a red lino, as e x ­ 
hibited and draw n thereon, delineated 
th e boundaries of th e beach and w ater 
property of th e city of San F rancisco: 
th a t th e nam es of streets were m arked 
o u t upon th a t m ap, show ing E ast street 
from M arket to F olsom ; th a t th e city 
th ereafter disposed of 
the w ater lots 
w ithin said red line according to this 
m ap, and A. J . Pope and his associates 
becam e th e ow ner, by purchase from the 
city, of w ater lots west of and abutting 
on E ast street, and in 1854 they piled 
capped 
and 
planked th e west half 
of 
w hat 
w as delineated on th e m ap 
as E ast street, and in front of th e lots 
ow ned by them and from th a t tim e used 
th e sam e continuously as a lum ber yard 
exclusively, claim ing th e sam e in their 
own rig h t as against all the world. 
T heir possession was never interfered 
w ith up to th e tim e of the bringing of an 
action in th e nam e of th e People vs. said 
Pope et al. in 1872. T he space delineated 
as E a st street never had been used or 
occupied as a stree t or thoroughfare; 
as it was delineated on th e m ap it was 
covered by th e w aters of th e bay suffi­ 
ciently deep to float a vessel. 
In the 
case of th e People vs. Pope, 35 Cal. 237, 
it was claim ed by th e counsel for the 
people in th a t case, in th eir brief, th at 
th e act of delineating th e street upon the 
m ap and selling lots abutting thereon 
was a dedication of th a t street by the 
grantor of th e lots, and this view is su p ­ 
ported by th e court in its decision. 
The 
court says: “ T hat E ast street was duly 
dedicated as a public street can adm it of 
no serious doubt from th e facts estab­ 
lished ou th e tria l.” 
I t is claim ed, how ­ 
ever, on th e p art of th e plaintiff’s coun­ 
sel, th a t at th e tim e of th e adoption of 
the O rd m ap, th e grantor of plaintiff was 
in th e occnpation of th a t portion of Sac 
ond street,including th e prem ises in con­ 
troversy, b u t it m ust be plain fr^m w hat 
has already been show n th a t m ere occu­ 
pation did not vest an in h ab itan t with 
title to m unicipal lan d s; but th a t the 
legal title could only be obtained accord­ 
ing to 
law 
or 
regulations 
govern­ 
ing th e m unicipal bodies 
w hich 
are 
mere subdivisions of th e State, 
and 
that there is no such thing as title by 
adverse holding againet th e pueblo any 
more than there would be by rneie occu­ 
pation of public lands of the U nited 
States. T he grantor of plaintiff seems 
to have recognized this principle of law 
by applying to the city authorities a* th e 
successor of th e M exican pueblo for a 
g ran t of title, and as already show n, thin 
grant of title bounded th e lot granted on 
th e south by th e line of Second street, 
th e sam e as in the grant of th e beach 
and w ater lotscf Ban Francipco bounded 
th e iots granted by th e line of E aat 
street, and th a t th e plaintiff and his 
grantors continue to rem ain in th e occu­ 
pation of th e portion of Second street 
constituting th e prem ises in controversy 
does not veBt th e title in th em as against 
the public in th e use of said street. 
In 
th e case referred to, P eop'e vs. Pope, the 
court say s: 
“ A pparently, th e only de­ 
fense seriously relied upon was th e s ta t­ 
ute of lim itations, th e defendants claim ­ 
ing th a t they had been in the actual ad­ 
verse occupation of th e prem ises for 
m ore th an ten vearB next before th e com 
m encem ent of th e 
action. 
Assum ing 
th a t th e evidence proved such a c tu a l,a d ­ 
verse occupation for ten years or more, it 
m ust be considered as a settled doctrine 
of th is court since th e decision in Hoad- 
ley vs. San Francisco, 50 C al., 265, tha< 
no one can acquire by adverse occupa­ 
tion as against th e public, th e rig h t to ob ­ 
struct a street dedicated to the public use 
and thus prevent th e use of it as a pub­ 
lic highw ay.” 
The action of H oadley vs. th e city 
referred to was in reference to a public 
square in San Francisco. 
In th a t case 
the proof show ed th a t plaintiff was in the 
actual posse & ion of th e prem ises iu con­ 
troversy before th e adoption of the Van 
Ness ordinance and m ap in 1855,on which 
m ap th e square was delineated. The 
ordinance of th e city referred to, includ­ 
ing th e m ap, was approved by th e Legis­ 
lature in 1858, and th e court held that 
th e square was dedicated to th e public 
use, saying: 
“ In th is respect it stands 
like th e streets of a city or th e highw ays 
in th e c o u n ty .” 
See also 2 C al., 361. 
In V isalia vs. Jacobs, 65 O al., 436, the 
court says: 
“ A fter a stree t has been 
legally laid out and dedicated, th e munic 
ipal governm ent retains or acquires a 
rig h t of en try as agent of th e public, 
clothed w ith th e trusts and duty of pro 
tecting and regulating th e public m-e. 
T he possession is held by the corporation 
for th e benefit of th e public, and this 
rig h t cannot be conveyed to any private 
person. 
T h e lands so held are not effec­ 
tually w ithdraw n from com m erce while 
th e street continues a s are those spoken 
of in H oadley vs. San Francieco, as the 
m unicipality cannot convey th e title or 
relieve itself of th e tru s t; private persona 
are virtually precluded from acquiring 


T he first act of the State of California 
in reference to th e city of Los Angeles was 
passed April 4, 1850. 
I t provides “ that 
all th a t tract of land included within 
th e lim its of th e Pueblo de Los Angeles, 
as heretofore know n and acknowledged’ 
shall henceforth be know n as the City 
of Los A ngeles, and th e said city ie 
hereby declared to be incorporated, ac 
cording to th e provisions of an act en­ 
titled “ An act to provide for the incor­ 
poration of cities, approved March 18 
1850.” 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
The corpora­ 
tion created by th is act shall succeed to 
all thfl rights, claim s and powers cf the 
Pueblo de Los A ngeles in regard to prop­ 
erty, and shall be subject to all liabilities 
incurred and obligations created by the 
A yuntam iento of said pueblo. 
W e h av e peen th a t th e municipal au­ 
thorities of th e old pueblo possessed the 
powor of disposing of lauds in lots to in­ 
hab itan ts, and th is necessarily included 
th e laying out of lands into blocks and 
lots and reserving tk e streets for public 
u s e : th a t th e official acts of the authori­ 
ties of th e pueblo in the performance of 
these duties will be presum ed to have 
been done by law ful authority; that the 
delineation upon a m ap of streets and 


to that m ap abu ttin g on th e streets, 
where m ade by th e 
m unicipal body 
w ithin the scope of its au thority, or by 
th e Legislature directly, is deem ed a 
delineation of th e streets or squares in 
question. 
The Ord m ap was m ade an d 
Hdopted by th e authorities of th e pueblo, 
which pueblo was recognized by the acts 
of the Legislature of 1850, in th e m an ­ 
ner therein stated, and follow ing.that th e 
City 
of 
Los 
Angeles, 
through 
its 
Connell, conveyed to th e grantor of 
plaintiff a portion of lo 
1, 
block 1, 
bounding it on th e south by th e line of 
Second ttreet. 
From th e foregoing I conclude th a t 
Second street was dedicated as a public 
street, and th a t th e sim ple occupation of 
a portion of it by th e plaiutiff and h is 
grantors could n ot affect the rig h t of th e 
city as th e agent of th e public to en ter 
npon and im prove th e street for public 
use, *ud th a t the plaintiff possesses no 
title thereto as against th e public. 
Besides, th e plaintiff in 1887, ordered 
and directed th e rem oval of obstructions 
from the strip in controversy, so th a t 
Second street, to its full w idth as d elin ­ 
eated on the Ord m ap, m ight be opened 
to the public as a street and highw ay, 
and the city, therefore, w ith his know l­ 
edge and consent, graded, curbed, side- 
walked and paved th e said streot to its 
full w idth. 
If the plaintiff had been th e ow ner, 
these acts would am ount to a dedication, 
and he cannot recall it as long as th e 
strip is used for th e purposes intended. 
His only rem edy, if any, would be to 
seek com pensation for th e use. 
W ithout som e restrain t th e State, or 
its authorized agent, conld tak e private 
property for public use w ithout first pay­ 
ing for it; and I know of no reason w hy 
a person m ay n o t w aive his co n stitu ­ 
tional right, and allow his property to be 
first taken and th en paid for, or be taken 
w ithont any 
com pensation w hatever.
